Requests denied: Lights, truck out 


Selectmen pare budget requests, insist maintenance be funded within budget

With a choice between eliminating 
some delays or saving $750,000, select- 
men decided to keep the cash. 

The Board of Selectmen has with- 
drawn two projects from the 2007 Town 
Meeting Warrant: a light at the entrance 
to Andover High School for $250,000 
and a new $500,000 sewer pumper/vacu- 
um truck for the Department of Public 
Works. 

Residents can continue to prepare for 
30 minutes of traffic delays each day on 
Shawsheen Road and a potential delay in 
case of sewer emergencies. 

“It doesn’t make sense to spend 
$250,000 for a light,” said Selectman 
Brian Major. “(The project) was not sup- 
ported by public safety or by the school 
department.” 

Most town officials agreed that the 
congestion problems on Shawsheen Road 
occur only for 20 minutes in the morning 
and during a 15-minute stretch when 
school lets out in the afternoon. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski sug- 


gested the traffic light after he was 
approached by several concerned parents. 
He also has personal experience with the 
traffic on Shawsheen Road. 

“(The issue) has been on my mind 
because my children go to school there 
and I avoid it all costs,” he said. 

The traffic study for the project found 
that of the eight criteria typically used in 
evaluating the need a traffic light, the 
location in front of the school met only 
one, said Brian Moore, town engineer. 

Selectmen also removed a request for 
a $500,000 sewer flusher/vacuum truck. 
Andover currently contracts with a pri- 
vate vendor for services. Last year, it paid 
less than $40,000 for these services. 

Public Works Director Jack Petkus 
believes that the town’s emergency 
response could be delayed without its 
own truck, and said the need is increasing 
because of the town’s sewer expansion. 
But, lacking data on precisely how often 
Andover has had to contract for service 
of a truck, selectmen declined to endorse 
the proposal this year 


Fund projects in operating budget 

Selectmen have also made it clear they 
intend to fund projects within the operating 
budget, not through debt-exclusion over- 
rides of Proposition 2. 

Selectmen removed options for debt- 
exclusion funding from several articles. 

Selectmen Mary Lyman and Major 
agreed that it would set a dangerous prece- 
dent to pay for new school roofs, $1.1 mil- 
lion in sidewalk repairs, or open space pur- 
chases with an override. The projects on the 
table, selectmen argue, have costs associated 
with running of the town and need to be 
funded within the budget. 

The Conservation Commission is 
requesting Town Meeting give it $1.5 mil- 
lion, to be used for buying more land in the 
future. The conservation fund has a current 
balance of less than $500,000 after the Rei- 
chold Chemical land acquisitions. 

Selectmen approved the proposal on 
Monday night, with two caveats. Purchases 
need to be paid for within the tax levy and 
the commission should consider asking for a 
smaller amount. 
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No spring vote 
on youth center

Andover Youth Foundation 
has decided not to present plans 
for a youth center behind Doherty 
Middle School at Town Meeting, 
saying it needs more time to work 
on the proposal and amend agree- 
ments with the town. 

AYF’s current contract, to 
break ground in West Andover by 
June, expires at the end of April. 

AYF will withdraw a warrant 
article request for nearly $1 mil- 
lion in youth-center infrastructure 
costs on the floor of Town Meet- 
ing. AYF member Jerry Silver- 
man said the foundation might 


collect signatures to call a Special 
Town Meeting next fall. 

At a minimum, AYF needs the 
School Committee’s approval to 
transfer the Doherty land to the 
Board of Selectmen; voters need 
to approve the land transfer; and 
AYF needs to modify its agree- 
ment with the town, said Town 
Counsel Tom Urbelis. 

The School Committee has 
taken no action on the Doherty- 
lot proposal yet, said School 
Committee member Art Barber 
but members plan to hold public 
discussions.

On meters, will people 
display a new attitude?

plaints [about the Olde 
Andover Village pay and dis- 
plays],” said Pattullo. “But 
that was more of an educa- 
tional issue.” 

Pattullo said that since 
people have become more 
educated on how to properly 
use a pay-and-display unit, 
and noticed that many other 
towns are now using them, 
complaints have gone down. 

However, not everyone 
agrees with Pattullo. 

Patty Vemis, a waitress at 
Lantern Brunch, the diner at 
Olde Andover Village, said 
she hears as many complaints 
now as she did when the pay- 
and-displays were first 
installed. 

“Everyone is complain- 
ing,” she said. “Not one per- 
son has a good thing to say.” 

Vemis said the pay-and- 
displays have made parking 
especially difficult for elderly 


residents and mothers with 
young children, because the 
process requires walking 
back and forth from car to 
machine to buy a ticket and 
place it on the dash board. In 
the winter, she says, the 
machines make parking hard 
for everyone. 

“This past snowstorm 
there was a huge mound of 
snow in front of one of them,” 
she said. “Nobody could use 
it.” 

One of the major reasons 
Pattullo wants to put a pay- 
and-display unit at Shaw- 
sheen Square, where parking 
is currently free, is that most 
of the people who park there 
do not live in Andover. 

“It’s mainly used by out- 
of-town commuters,” he said. 
“It’s a free service that our 
residents aren’t using, and 
this would allow us to gener- 
ate revenue from it.” 

The pay-and-display 
machine would collect an 
estimated $20,000 to $25,000 


per year, according to Pattul- 
lo, and that is without having 
the units turned on during 
nights and weekends, when 
sports events are happening. 

“Now that we've waited a 
year, we've lost $20,000 out 
of that lot,” he said. “The 
machines are going to pay for 
themselves after a year.” 

Pay-and-display units 
aren’t only gaining popularity 
in Massachusetts, but on a 
national level as well, claims 
Pattullo. He cites the ease of 
maintenance, and aesthetic 
value of a single unit — as 
opposed to having a meter at 
every parking spot — for the 
growing trend. 

Eventually, Pattullo hopes 
that every public parking lot 
in Andover will make the 
transition to pay-and-display 
machines. 

“In the big picture, I think 
we'll be heading down the 
road to these types of sys- 
tems,” he said. “But in the 
end, it’s up to the taxpayers.”

Although the foundation 
originally planned to build a 
youth center in West Andover, it 
changed course earlier this year, 
requesting instead to build the 
much-discussed center in the 
site now occupied by a parking 
lot behind Doherty Middle. The 
group has expressed concerns 
about environmental conditions 
at the West Andover site near the 
former Ledge Road landfill. 

In the seven years since the 
town approved more than $2 
million to improve the former 
landfill site, no work has begun. 
Now the state has mandated that 
the town spend millions more to 
cap or recap the entire former 
landfill site, meaning that pro- 
posed town athletic fields there 
would not be built in the imme- 
diate future. 

Silverman said the AYF 
Board of Directors is “100 per- 
cent supportive” of the Doherty 
proposal. “From day one, people 
said, ‘You should have it down- 


town,” he said. 

Silverman said updated archi- 
tectural plans show there can be 
92 parking spaces behind 
Doherty after construction, more 
than are there now. 

Once built, the center will be 
available for use by other groups 
in town, not just youth, said Sil- 
verman. The building is project- 
ed to be available from approxi- 
mately 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. on the 
180 days that kids are in school. 

But AYF representatives do 
not want a repeat of last sum- 
mer, when discussions stalled 
around whether to build a com- 
munity center in town, rather 
than a single purpose center. In 
the wake of those talks, AYF 
moved ahead with their own 
plans. 

Larry Larsen, president of 
AYF, says the goal is not to 
“bureaucratize” the process. 
What they are building, he said, 
is a youth center, not a commu- 
nity center. 

The foundation has just 
under $2 million in the bank, 
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with another $490,000 in 
pledged donations not yet 
received and a $400,000 single 
donation that will disappear if 
AYF does not have a contract 
with the town by the end of the 
year. 

AYF has raised enough to lay 
the entire foundation and to 
compete the core of the build- 
ing: approximately 17,000 
square feet creating a great 
room, a gymnasium and some 
smaller rooms. The rest of the 
facility will be completed after 
additional funds are raised, said 
AYF members. 

The cost for the entire build- 
ing is estimated at $4.2 million, 
said Larsen. 

Selectmen will partner with 
the School Committee to deter- 
mine needs for the space. They 
will work with AYF and the 
Youth Action Council to discuss 
the project’s time-line.

L’italien wants more state cash for local SPED 


State Reps. Barbara L Italien 
(D-Andover) and Tom Sannican- 
dro (D-Ashland) have formed a 
Special Education Caucus in the 
Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate, which 
they will co-chair. 

The Special Education Cau- 
cus is made up of a bi-partisan 
group of legislators and will 
focus first on ways to increase 
the level of reimbursement 
given to municipalities under the 
Special Education Circuit 
Breaker. The SPED Circuit 
Breaker is designed to reim- 
burse districts for high cost spe- 
cial needs students. Currently, 
the rate of reimbursement is at 
72 percent per student. The cau- 
cus goal is to provide a range of 
options to return larger amounts 
of money to cities and towns 
under the Circuit Breaker pro- 
gram to include phasing trans- 
portation into the circuit break- 
er; raising the reimbursement to 
at least 80 percent towards an 
eventual 100-percent rate; 
and/or considering lowering the 
threshold for high quality in-dis- 


trict provision of services to 
three times per pupil average. 

“Given the budgetary con- 
straints that every municipality 
contends with, having a special 
education caucus advocate for 
increased financial reimburse- 
ment is crucial to ensuring that 
students receive the services they 
need to succeed while lessening 
the burden on the school dis- 
trict,” said L'Italien, in a release. 

L’Italien, a mother of four 
school-aged children including a 
son with Asperger’s Syndrome, 
helped secure a new Division of 
Autism in the 2006 budget and 
passage of legislation to develop 
a Medicaid waiver to secure 50- 
percent reimbursement for ser- 
Vices to autistic school-age chil- 
dren. Her on-going advocacy on 
behalf of the disabled and their 
families has earned her recogni- 
tion by the Doug Flutie Founda- 
tion, and the Jewish Federa- 
tion.She was expected to receive 
the Massachusetts Association 
of Retarded Citizens’ annual 
award yesterday, March | at the 
Statehouse.

Medical examiner: AHS teacher Peter Arthur died from heart ailment

Andover High School 
teacher Peter Arthur died from 
hypertensive cardiovascular dis- 
ease, the state medical examin- 
er’s office has ruled. 

The term can refer to a num- 
ber of different heart ailments, 
and Arthur’s family is awaiting 
additional test results to explain 
exactly why the athletic 32-year- 
old suddenly died earlier this 
month. 

“We are still not sure of the 
cause of death,” sister Victoria 
Arthur said. 

Peter Arthur’s wife, Jennifer, 
found him on the floor of their 
Andover home Feb. 4, and he 
was pronounced dead at 
Lawrence General Hospital that 
night. The state medical exam- 


iner’s office performed an 
autopsy and listed hypertensive 
cardiovascular disease as the 
only cause of death on his death 
certificate. 

“In this age group, there are a 
variety of causes that can result 
in premature cardiac death,” said 
Dr. Richard Nesto, chairman of 
cardiovascular medicine at 
Lahey Clinic. 

Blocked arteries, high cho- 
lesterol, heart abnormalities and 
other rare conditions are all pos- 
sibilities, Nesto said. High blood 
pressure is as well, but “you 
wouldn't expect high blood 
pressure to cause someone in 
this age group to have a heart 
attack by itself?’ he added. 

Arthur had no history of high 


Arthur, a London native, 
played baseball for Andover 
High, Drew University and the 
British national team. 

He coached freshmen boys 
soccer in Andover and Westford 
Academy’s varsity baseball 
team. 

Andover High hired Arthur 
to teach social studies six years 
ago. His students and colleagues 
remembered him as a teacher 
who took interest in his stu- 
dents’ lives and took every 
chance he could to educate 
them. Nearly 1,200 people 
attended his Feb. 9 funeral, 
believed to be the first ever at 
the Collins Center for the Arts, 
Andover High’s auditorium.

Andover School Committee, Anthony James enjoys bringing his wife 
and two sons, one an Andover High graduate, the other an AHS junior, 
to their ski house in Vermont. 

“I skied my legs off,” he said when asked if he’d enjoyed his week- 
end. 

James, an incumbent like Art Barber, shares many of Barber's 
proudest accomplishments of the last three years. James partnered with 
Barber to initiate the founding of the Andover Coalition for Education, 
and helped raise the funds necessary for the eventual hiring of a grants 
coordinator. James is also proud of the increase in funding the schools 
have seen during his tenure, and with the contracts of school employees 
that he helped to negotiate. 

“| think we negotiated very fair and equitable contracts with all the 
school unions,” he said, “which included cost savings as a result of 
higher (health) co-pays.”

Coffill said he is an avid 
exerciser and former triathlete who also enjoys reading and writing 
about education. He is currently writing a book about the future of pub- 
lic schools in America, as he sees it. 

“The market share of the public schools is slipping away,” he said.

“It’s clear to me that right now, the town needs someone who has no 
connection,” he said. “I have no political agenda. My aliegance is to the 
children and to the taxpayers.”

“We need real objective, model school board members to come in 
and take a good look at everything,” said Coffill.

The space heater that was 
originally thought to have started 
a house fire at 347 Lowell St. on 
Saturday night has been ruled 
out as the source of the blaze, 
officials say. 

“I can definitely say for sure 
that the space heater was not the 
cause,” said Deputy Albert Del- 
Dotto, Andover’s fire investiga- 
tor. 

Marion LaGrasse, living with 
daughters, Sue, 51, and Diane, 
48 and autistic, was forced to 
plug in an old space heater to 
warm their home when their heat 
was shut off by Petrol Oil & Gas 
Co. on Saturday, after state aid 
failed to help pay their heating 
bill on time, they said. 

“We got a call saying the 
heating company was shutting us 
off because we were in too much 
debt,” Sue LaGrasse explained 
Saturday night as she stood out- 
side in the thickly falling snow. 

“We were just trying to stay 
warm with the heaters, so we 
brought one up and plugged it 
in,” she said. “I went downstairs 
to look for the other one and | 
heard my autistic sister laugh- 
ing.” 
She thought her sister was 
laughing because neither she, 
nor her visiting boyfriend, could 
find the other unit. 

“I came back up, and there 
was smoke and fire at the wall,” 
Sue LaGrasse said. “We got 
water in cups and bowls and 
(stuff) and it wouldn’t go out, so 
we got my mom and her (Diane) 
out.” 

She called police before flee- 
ing from the smoke-filled home. 
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Lisa LaGrasse and her family had to leave their Lowell Street 
home following a fire there fast Saturday night. Above, she 
speaks with Deputy Chief Lincoln Clark on the night of the fire. 


Firefighters originally 
believed that the heater was to 
blame for the blaze, but DelDot- 
to said further inspection has 
ruled that out. “We're still trying 
to rule a few (other) things out,” 
he said. 

DelDotto said he suspects the 
fire started from an electrical 
malfunction, but might never be 
able to officially determine the 
cause. 

“Doing so may require an 
electrical expert,” he said. 

DelDotto said that although 
the house is not inhabitable right 
now, the fire did not result in a 
total loss of the property. 

“Due to an aggressive attack 
by the first-in engine, the fire 
was confined to only one end of 
the house,” he said. 


Yvonne Zinicola, executive 
director of the local American 
Red Cross, said the family is 
insured and “they are currently 
working with an adjustor.” 

According to DelDotto, the 
Red Cross put the LaGrasses up 
at the Hampton Inn in Lawrence, 
but on Tuesday afternoon the 
hotel said the family had not 
stayed there. The LaGrasses 
could not be contacted through 
the Red Cross by Townsman 
presstime. 

Police closed Lowell Street 
between 11:30 p.m. on Saturday 
and 12:30 a.m. as firefighters 
drew water from a hydrant at the 
Raytheon Co. Missile Plant 
across the street.

provide level services to our 
schools that are sustainable.” 

She said she believes the 
town should look at increasing 
some of the town fees, using the 
interest from an expected $3.6 
million rebate from the North 
East Solid Waste Commission as 
revenue, looking at the Finance 
Committee’s reserve account 
and making moderate increases 
to the local revenue projections. 

Silberstein said those are her 
own ideas and that the School 
Committee has not discussed 
options yet. 

The town needs to prioritize 
which services are essential and 


which are “nice to have,” said 
Tony James, School Committee 
member. The committee has 
evaluated all of its programs and 
services and determined that 
they are all essential, said James. 

But not everyone believes the 
town’s spending focus should be 
solely on the schools. 

“Seventy percent of house- 
holds do not have children in the 
schools,” said Police Chief Brian 
Pattullo at a town budget meet- 
ing last week. 

One suggestion for increasing 
town revenues is renting out the 
Andover Town House, also 
known as Old Town Hall, at 20 
Main St. The idea, proposed by 
School Committee member 


Arthur Barber, has sparked inter- 
est among town officials, 
although it would mean relocat- 
ing some town employees and 
others who currently use space 
there. 

Adding to this year’s budget 
pressures is the “negative out- 
look” that Moody’s Investors 
Service released for Andover 
last fall based on the town’s use 
of free cash for operating 
expenses and neglecting to build 
up cash reserves. 

Should Moody’s downgrade 
Andover’s bond rating from Aaa 
to AAI, the town’s annual inter- 
est payments would increase by 
about $150,000, estimates 
Major.

New dustless sanding system 
Refinish without the mess 
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Budget focus 


HE QUIET YOU HEARD on Monday night was the 
sound of your wallet not being opened. 

Selectmen have made some good, common-sense 
spending decisions this week, shooting down spend- 
ing requests that department heads could not justify. 
They also have insisted that maintenance projects 
and land purchases be paid for without debt-exclu- 
sion overrides. Here’s why these decisions had to be 
made, especially this year, when Andover would 
need an override just to maintain its services: 

Installing $250,000 lights in front of Andover 
High School was not even supported by the Andover 
Police. The area is not known for accidents, despite 
its high traffic volume immediately before and after 
school. A traffic expert said the area had only one of 
eight problems normally used to justify a light. 

Spending $500,000 for a sewer truck would have 
been more ill-advised, given the evidence. While the 
truck would be used to help people in emergencies — 
when sewer is backing up into the home, for instance 
— there are only a handful of these cases each year. 
Currently, Andover hires a private service in such 
cases, and spends less than $40,000 per year. 

Selectmen further showed they are thinking of res- 
idents’ pocketbooks by refusing to consider debt- 
exclusion overrides of Proposition 2% to pay to repair 
school roofs and sidewalks. Paying for such projects 
with overrides — and therefore using more of the 
annual budget for other expenses — would have been 
a short-sighted solution. It would have exacerbated 
the budget headaches of future years. 

Tough decisions have to be made. Selectmen have 
served the town well by withdrawing such ideas from 
consideration, and focusing on priorities within the 
operating budget.

en it comes to fighting 
| terrorism, Father knows best 


New priest’s background is in defense intelligence

HE PEWS OF ST. AUGUSTINE 
CHURCH are most likely safe 
from terrorism threats, but the 
new man in the pulpit is just 
the fellow you would want at the helm 
in such a threatening situation. 

The church’s new priest formerly 
worked for the federal government's 
Defense Intelligence Agency. Father 
Joseph Narog spent 15 years in Wash- 
ington, D.C., teaching people how to 
keep a cool head in the midst of kid- 
nappings, bombings and the like. 

In fact, he was an analyst at the 
Centennial Olympics in Atlanta, Ga., 
in July 1996 where he helped protect 
people from terrorists. 

He knows parishioners are taken 
aback when they hear about his back- 
ground. 

“It’s unique, I know,” he said 
dressed in his black habit and sitting in 
his new office at the parish rectory. 
“Priests don’t usually have back- 
grounds in counterterrorism.” 

But, those accumulated job skills 
crossed over nicely when he finally 
zoomed in on the “nagging sense” that 
had bothered him while he was in 
Washington, D.C. 

He has shared his “Aha! moment” 
with his new congregation at sermons. 
During hiking trip to Colorado, with 
the ridges of the Rockies ringed 
around him, he came to terms with 
what he really wanted out of his life. 
This call to the priesthood came in 
1998, when he was 39 years old. 

“It’s not like all these trumpets play 
and you take a leap of faith,” he 
explained. 


Rather, it’s “a long discernment 
process,” he said. 

Upon returning from that Colorado 
trip, he sold his townhouse, gave his 
car to his parents and wrote his resig- 
nation letter to his employer. 

A phone call to a good friend who 
was an Air Force chaplain and another 
friend at Villanova University, an 
Augustinian-run school, sealed the 
deal. He knew he had made the right 
decision and was enrolled in an 
Augustinian seminary in August 1998. 

The terrorist attacks of Sept. 11, 
2001 are the only time he questioned 
his life-changing career decision. 

“I thought about all those people 
and how I would have been helping 
them if I were in Washington,” he said. 

But the call to his new ministry, 
which also helps people, was too pow- 
erful. He hasn't looked back on his for- 
mer life since those early post-Sept. 11 
days. 

Then his mother was diagnosed 
with terminal cancer and Narog went 
home to the Pottsville, Pa. house 
where he grew up to assist his elderly 
father with her home hospice care. His 
father suffered a serious hernia injury 
just weeks after his wife died. He was 
in the hospital some 100 days and 
never came home. 

“My father died less than 11 
months after my mother died,” Narog 
said. “I was blessed to be with them. I 
was even able to celebrate Mass in 
their home and they liked that.” 

His parents supported his new voca- 
tion and he wears a ring that serves as 
a loving reminder of them. It’s a ring 
that he wears on his left ring finger. 


“It’s my mother’s wedding band 
and I had it put into another ring to fit,” 
he said. “She never took it off ... 54 
years and one day she wore it.” 

After their deaths, he returned to his 
seminary studies. His parents were not 
alive to attend his ordination in June 
2005, but numerous other family 
members were, along with friends and 
former colleagues from Washington. It 
was the first-ever ordination in his 
hometown Catholic church and made 
the front page of the local newspaper 
in Pottsville. 

The Augustinian Province of St. 
Thomas of Villanova assigned him to 
teach at Monsignor Bonner High 
School in Drexel Hill, Pa. and he 
enjoyed it. But once again, a nagging 
feeling set in. Social and talkative, he 
wanted to reach out to people of all 
ages and get involved with a church 
community. 

The affable priest, who said he 
loves being around people, was 
assigned to St. Augustine Church here 
and officially began serving Feb. 11. 

“The Provincal wants to recognize 
that this good community of 150 years 
of Augustinian service and spirituality 
deserves the newest ordained of our 
province,” said Fr. Bill Cleary, pastor 
at St. Augustine. 

Now 47, Fr. Joe Narog calls himself 
a late bloomer when it comes to his 
priesthood vocation, but age should 
not matter. 

“The connection to my old life is 
about helping people,” he said. “I like 
to help people and I get energy from 
that. I am refueled by being with peo- 
ple”

The Fence, Andover High School's weekly newspaper, recent- 
ly delivered a free winter edition to every household in the town, 
beating the Townsman’s weekly circulation by more than a thou- 
sand customers. 

The staff of the two-year-old publication is composed of 23 
juniors and seniors enrolled in a year-long newspaper journalism 
class, taught jointly by English teachers Greg Waters and Ken Pel- 
lerin. 

“The great thing about this class is that we’re all learning as we 
go along,” said Waters, who admittedly has no prior

Town records supplied by Herman say it was built in 1906 and 
stopped being a passenger waiting station in the 1960s. Since then 
it has housed several commercial businesses, including a fish mar- 
ket and restaurant called Sea Train, a coffeehouse, and an auto 
parts store.

If readers were stuck on a deserted island and had to 
survive with only one book to read, a book that has 
withstood the test of time, this one might just be the one 


to have along. 


IDS EVERYWHERE DAYDREAM about being stuck 
k on a deserted island and having to build a shel- 
ter, find food and survive all alone. But truly 
being trapped on a deserted island, especially after 
being shipwrecked at sea, is a frightening idea, espe- 
cially when one considers the prospect of never being 


rescued. 


In The Swiss Family Robinson by Johann David 
Wyss, a family is left to fend for itself on an island that 
is less than hospitable. The father, his wife and their 
four very different sons are shipwrecked in the middle 
of nowhere and are forced to discover how resilient and 
intelligent they really are - while learning to grapple 
with each other and their differences at the same time.

Swim, track stars don’t take a back seat to hoop heroics

Five Andover High athletes have added 
the words “All-State Champion” to their 
resumes. 

Freshman swimmer Nick D’ Innocenzo, 
battling back from a recent bout with pneu- 
monia, became a two-time state titlist by 
placing first in two events as he led AHS to 
a sixth-place team finish at the 2006 MIAA 
Division | Boys State Swimming & Diving 
Championships hosted by MIT at its 
Zesiger Sports and Fitness Center pool in 
Cambridge. 

D’ Innocenzo, unbeaten in all individual 
head-to-head races during his first varsity 
season, set a pair of school records on the 
way to impressive victories in the 200 IM 
(individual medley) and 100 breaststroke. 

The highly-successful 5’8”, 140-pound 
freshman hasn’t exactly come completely 
out of the blue, having competed for the 
local Magnus Aquatic Club the past four 
years. 

“Nick is completely committed to the 
sport of swimming,” said AHS head coach 
Mark Taffe. “He’s very determined and his 
natural talent, combined with his desire to 
win, has brought the kid a long way.” 

D'Innocenzo has two sisters who also 
swim: Katie, who will be a freshman next 
fall, and 11-year-old Maggie.

that Mona Lisa smile? 


We might expect "The 
Joker Lady" to be 
laughing. But Lisa is 
barely smiling. Per- 
haps the artist is mak- 
ing a joke himself 
Leonardo used ges- 
tures and expressions in 
his paintings to convey 
the “critical moment." 
Imagine the painter say- 
ing, “Come on, Lisa. Give 
me a smile.” He captures 
the moment when the cor- 
ners of her mouth just 
Start to turn up 
Lisa sits relaxed with her 
hands gracefully resting on 
the arm of achair. She is not 
particularly beautiful. But she 
glows with a sense of seren- 
ity and confidence 


when he died. 

Da Vinci was working in 
France for the king when he 
died in 1519. The king kept the 
painting. It is now in the Lou- 
vre in Paris. 

In the 1800s, the French 
became interested in the 
Italian Renaissance. Poets and 
artists marveled about Mona 
Lisa's beauty. They wondered 
about her secret. They wrote 
poetry about her mysterious 
smile. 

However, many critics 
thought the hype was unde- 
served. 

Mona Lisa made news head- 
lines when she was abducted 
from the Louvre in 1911. An 
Italian painter hid the mas- 
terpiece under a stove for 
two years. He was caught 
when he of fered to return it 
to Italy for a large sum of 
money. All the publicity ce- 
mented her status as a pop 
image. 


Who was Lisa? 


Lisa Gheradini was born 
June 15, 1479 in Florence, 
Italy. She married Francesco 
del Giocondo, a businessman 
who sold silk and fabric. 


Behind her is a misty © 
Tuscan landscape that adds 


Francesco's second wife 
(Lisa's aunt) had died, leaving 
him with a baby son. Lisa was 
15 when she married the 30- 
year-old Francesco. They had 
two more sons 

In 1503, they moved to a 
new home, big enough for a 
family with three growing 
boys. The portrait was 
started about the same time 

In the portrait, Lisa wears 
a dark silk dress. She has a 
dark hairnet over her hair 
The “Spanish look" with dark 
colors was the latest fashion 

History tells us that the 
family owned paintings by 
lesser artists 

How did they persuade the 
famous Leonardo da Vinci to 
paint Lisa's portrait? It's a 
mystery. Leonardo turned 
down requests from Italian 
nobles about the same time 


The painting 

The painting was called “La 
Giocondo" for over 300 years 
Lisa's last name meant “joker.” 
So the title translates as 
“The Joker Lady."

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Town’s first Litthe League team 


Little League baseball 
started in Andover in the 
| early spring of 1951. It was 
| privately funded by the 
| Andover Boosters Club. I 
| was 8, very soon to be 9. 

There was still snow on 
the ground when we young 
athletes tried out at the 
Phillips Academy Cage. 
The Cage had a dirt floor 
and netting all around, and 
it was a good place for 
indoor baseball. There were 
a lot of boys who wanted to make the team, the 
only team, the one team, in all of Andover. If you 
weren't one of the 15 chosen, you didn’t play Lit- 
tle League, or any organized baseball that year. 

The Jownsman covered the tryouts, either in 
the first or second years, and published a picture. 
In it, Willie Simpson and I are standing in front of 
dozens of the younger boys being coached by two 
men. Most of us are wearing corduroy pants, 
sweatshirts, and old Tyer Rubber sneakers (there 
was a big Tyer Rubber Factory on Railroad Street 
— some of the buildings are now being re-used). 
The man coaching Willie was Mr. Bissett, who 
lived on Barnard Street. The other man, the one 
coaching me, was Bob Burnham, of Washington 
Avenue. He was a legendary baseball player in 
town, who had pitched briefly for the Yankees. 

The glove I am wearing in the tryouts picture, 
as well as in the picture accompanying this col- 
umn, I still have. I keep it oiled and beautiful. I 
marvel at how we caught anything with such 
equipment. We all had primitive gloves. 

The autumn before the tryouts, the Boosters, 
working with the town, had begun work on the 
small Little League field. One of the original 
Boosters was Charles McCullom (see picture). 
The field was in the northwest corner of the 
Playstead near where the senior center is now. 
When we saw the little field, some of us scoffed. 
We grew up playing sandlot baseball on regular 
size baseball fields, even though throwing from 
the pitcher’s mound to homeplate was beyond our 
abilities until we were at least 7 or 8. 

The rules of Little League required teams to 
have a mix of age groups. Billy Gallant and I were 
the two youngest players picked, both 9 when the 
season started. You couldn’t play if you were 
older than 12. As far as I know, he and I were the 
only two kids ever to play four years of Little 
League ball in the “majors” in Andover. We'd 
continue to play right through high school 
although, because of a small age difference, he

graduated from high school a year ahead of me. 
Before writing this column, I spoke with Bill Gal- 
lant to compare memories. I had the picture at 
right in front of me, and he has the same picture at 
his home in Andover. We agreed that making the 
team at our age was a big event in our childhoods. 

Since we were the only team in Andover, we 
traveled to other towns to play games or they 
came here. I always had the feeling that other 
towns started Little League before us. Their fields 
looked more run down, and they had better 
fences. Our fence was a red picket snow fence that 
left splinters when you ran into it. Bill and I 
thought we had advertising on the fence the first 
year, but I wasn’t sure. I know that the other towns 
did, and a couple of them had dugouts. Another 
reason I thought Andover was late to play Little 
League was that we were called the Cardinals. 
Why would a team in Andover be called the Car- 
dinals unless there were only a few names left? 

We played teams from Lawrence, Methuen, 
North Andover and Salem, N.H. These towns, 
including Andover, used to make up “Greater 
Lawrence.” There may have been some other 
towns we played. We agreed that we played each 
Greater Lawrence team at least twice. The season 
began and ended early so that there would be no 
interference in family summer vacation schedules. 
However, by the time Billy and I were playing in 
our fourth year, we were on a post season all-star 
team (there were then four teams in town). That 
team kept winning, and we played so long into the 
summer that my father joked later that he hoped 
we'd lose so he could take a summer vacation. 

In the second year of Andover Little League, 
when there was still only one team, several par- 
ents from Ballardvale complained that no one 
from that section of town had been chosen for the 
team. They felt several players were good enough. 
I don’t believe that the discussion was good- 
natured, nor do I know whether the ’Vale had a 
legitimate complaint. However, I do remember 
that the adults arranged a challenge game where 
we Little Leaguers, out of uniform, travelled to 
the ’ Vale to play their best players. It was a relent- 
less slaughter, and I believe it was called off early 
with the Little Leaguers ahead 20-something to 0. 
I was thrown out of the game for arguing with an 
umpire — something that happened frequently in 
my baseball career (by the way, the umpire clear- 
ly was wrong).There was a pretty big crowd 
watching and that gave the Little Leaguers a huge 
advantage, for we were used to the pressure of 
playing in front of big crowds. By the fourth year 
of Little League, the ’Vale had its own team, the 
Giants, and I was drafted as the Giants’ catcher.

My Mom, a native of Ballardvale, was happy. 

Bill reminded me how big the crowds were the 
first few years we played. The town had built 
small stands along the third-base line, but people 
stood up and down the baselines. There was some 
pressure on when you batted and some adults 
were enthusiastic — perhaps a tad too enthusiastic. 
Although fans for the other team would generally 
be along the first base side, there was quite a bit of 
mingling, and not all fans were created emotion- 
ally equal. The games also were played early in 
the evening, in the days when cocktail hours were 
serious cultural events in America. In spite of this, 
I don’t remember any blood flowing, nor matters 
getting too far out of hand. I think the pressure 
was heaviest on the younger players, because the 
rules required that we play some minimal amount 
in each game. When we went in, we knew it was 
because of the rules and not because anyone but 
our relatives wanted it. In that 
first year I can’t say the Andover 
crowd groaned when I headed 
for right field, but neither did it 
cheer. I remember feeling mild- 
ly insulted when I moved to my 
left and caught what I thought 
was a routine flyball and the 
crowd cheered like it was sur- 
prised. 

We had nice uniforms but 
had lettering on our hats that we

laughed about for years. There was a big “A” with 
a smaller “L” on each side. Other teams would 
make fun of the “LALs.” Essentially, it was set up 
as “Little Andover League.” I guess the alterna- 
tive, “ALL,” must have struck someone as more 
foolish. (I still have the hat, and I don’t need any 
wise e-mails about spending too much time living 
in the past.) Of course, the uniforms were wool, 
heavy wool, and were a mite uncomfortable on a 
hot, humid night. At some point, Tyer Rubber 
gave us all new shoes. Bill and I agreed we felt 
“bigtime” when that happened. 

By season’s end, we had done OK for a new 
team. I think we won a game or two more than we 
lost. However, the real meaning of that season was 
that the floodgate of organized children’s sports 
had opened in Andover, for better or for worse.
